14 Killed In State 
As Millions Seek 
Diversions

Memorial week-end deaths rose to- ; 


ward 300 throughout the nation today. 

Of the millions who sought diversion 
or escape from the heat, scores died in 
traffic accidents or were drowned. 
Other scores died in miscellaneous ac- 
cidents—airplane crashes, shootings, 
falls and the like. 

Pennsylvania recorded 31 deaths, 16 
attributed to traffic accidents, nine to 
drownings and the remainder to mis- 
cellaneous causes.

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In June we begin to think about sea | 


voyages and although we never seem | 
to get beyond walking along the San i 
Francisco water front to get a whiff of 
smells from strange cargoes and a: 
glimpse of gallant vessels, we do man- 
age to go to the book stores and li- 
brary and stock up on sea stories. This 
is a banner year for the sea tale. 


We are going to begin with H. M. - 
Tomlinson’s “Pipe All Hands,” (Har- | 
per $2.50) a fine sea book, the reviews 
tell us, and we do not question as 
Tomlinson never disappoints us. Then 
for $1.59 we can buy “Great Sea Stor- 
ies,” edited by the same Tomlinson 
which used to sell for five dollars. | 

Alan Villiers who was lecturing in 
California last month and whose ar- 
ticles have appeared in the National 
Georgraphic has written a top-notch 
book, “Cruise of the Conrad,” (Scrib. 
$3.75). It is the story of Villier’s crew 
of fifteen American and English boys 
learning the ways of the sea in an old 
Square rigged ship. The handsome 
film star Errol Flynn has written a 
Sea tale we do not want to. miss, 
“Beam Ends,” (Long. $2). For seven 
months the young actor sailed in an 
old yacht from Austrailia to New Gui- 
nea where he was ship-wrecked. And 
we must not forget “Ships and Wo- 
men,” written by our one-time neigh- 
bor, Bill Adams who lived in Dutch 
Flat not so long ago. It is reported to 
be a good yarn of sea and ships. (L. B. 
$2.50) We'll end with “Rough Pass- 

ge,” by R. D. Graham (HM. $2.50) so 
as to be glad to get back to land. 
“Rough Passage,” is the account of a 
single-handed voyage from England to 
Newfoundland, Labrador and Bermuda. 


Barclay Acheson, associate editor of 
the Reader’s Digest, in a talk to a San 
Francisco audience said he _ believed 
that the world has progressed morally 
as well as materially. Man is no 
longer as inhuman to man as he was 
several centuries ago. Women are no 
longer burned at the stake for being 
witches, debtors are not imprisoned as 
they use to be for owing sums as small 
as $12. Hells on earth such as Bed- 
lam, the infamous English insane asy- 
lum, are no longer tolerated. 


There was a time when little chil- 
dren were harnessed to carts like dogs 
to do manual labor. 
how child welfare has made a tremend- 
ous advance. At one time orphans 
were placed in Almshouses with the 
aged and diseased. Later asylums were 
built for them. Then a better plan 
was put into action, boarding children 
without parents in homes so that they 
would not be deprived of home life. ' 
Finally the widow’s pension enactment 
keeps half orphans with their own 
mother’s and preserves the life of the 
home. | 


And how were these reforms brought 
about? Mr. Acheson claims that credit 
for them is due for the most part not 
so much to individuals but to the gen- 
eral run of people who feel their res- : 
ponsibility to society. We are our 
brother’s keeper where his welfare is 
concerned. We liked the Reader’s Di- 
gest before, but after hearing Mr. 
Acheson talk we like it better. 


Ten years ago Col. C. E. S. Wood of 
Los Gatos, California, wrote a book, 
“Heavenly Discourse,” which continues 
to be widely read. Now he has com- 
pleted “Earthly Discourse,” (Vang. $2) 
where in addition to the characters, 
God and Satan, of the earlier book, 
earthly characters enter the scene. 

To achieve an amiable popularity is 
not Col. Wood’s desire. You may agree 
or disagree with his politics but if you 
read without prejudice, you will find | 
his book witty and penetrating. It 
consists of a series of satirical studies 
on problems of the day. One “King 
Cophetua and the Beggar Maid,” is in 
the form of a farce on the subject of 
the Duke of Windsor’s marriage to 
Mrs. Simpson. 


An editorial in a leading magazine 
last week confirmed our pet hunch 
that the West will be the next “fash- 
ion in fiction.” Writers cannot go on 
forever writing about the Civil War 
The future novel of the West will be 
what this editor is pleased to call in- 
telligent fiction and will not deal with 
cowboys, stampedes or Indian adora- 
tions of the corn spirit. The possibil- 
ities of the movement of Western ex- 
pansion of Spanish California and of 
the gold rush have by no means been 
exhausted, this editor asserts. 

The new historical fiction no longer 
has the leader for a hero. Just as the 
romantic element has given place to 
a matter of fact realism, the leader 
has given place to the man of the herd. 
No one has looked yet with an objec- 
tive eye on the people of the West and 
told how they lived against the spec- 
tacular Western. background. So 
sharpen your pencils, oil the typewriter

tain restrictions made effective on El- 
dorado Forest June 1, in accordance 
with a proclamation signed by the Re- 
gional Forester on March 25, 1937, 

The special regulations will be ef- 
fective until October 15 in the inter- 
est of fire prevention. 

Failure to comply with the regula- 
tions renders a person liable to arrest. 

Under the terms of the restrictions, 
no one may build a camp fire on the 
forest without first having obtained a 
camp fire permit. 

Smoking will not be permitted on 
the forest except at improved camp 
grounds or places of habitation. 

The discharge of fireworks on the 
forest is forbidden, except over the 
waters of Lake Tahoe, Echo, Wrights, 
Loon, Twin, Kirkwood and _ Silver 
lakes. 

All campers on the forest, traveling Ww 
by automoblie or pack outfit, will be ¢ 
required to be equipped with a shovel 
and axe.
